THE New York Herald advocates 


the substitution of arbitration for jury 
trial in civil eases. It says : 


The eivil jury of to-day ii a crude, 


anomalous relic of the past, whioh has 
come down through four centuries with- 
out material change, and which never 
could have fonnd « place in modern 
jurisprudence had it not been foisted 
upon us by time and circumstance.— 
Men drawn at random from the masses, 
without any reference to their intelli- 
gence, experience or calling, are made 
to deoide intricate questions of proper- 
ty, finance, trade, shipping, mechanics, 
etc., concerning which they are wholly 
ignorant As their duties are tempo- 
rary, they gain no experience. 
As .they 


serve unwillingly and with impatience 
to return to their business or homes, 
they are apt to be careless and indiffer- 
ent. In the number of its members 
the jury is absurd. Controversies in- 
volving vast interests are decided by a 
single judge. The disputes of nations 
are settled by two or three arbitrators. 
Business men submit their differences 
to one of their own number. But in a 
jury trial, however insignificant the 
amount or question involved, twelve 
men are deemed essential to settle tbe 
matter satisfactorily. 
Nor id this the 


most ridiculous feature of the system. 
In tribunals of legislation, courts, leg- 
islative and other bodies, the gravest 
questions are decided by a majority. 
But in the case of a jury the ancient 
requirement of unanimity which Hallam 
properly denounces as a "preposterous 
relic of barbarism," defeats every ver- 
dict to which each of the twelve jurors 
is unwilling to agree

lharlea Bradl»ugh Forcibly 


Ejected from the House 


of Commons, 


The Convalescing President 


HARTMAN, the besotted and cowardly 


brute, who was implicated io the at- 
tempt to wreck the imperial train near 
Moscow, and whose female accomplice 
in that spot peiished on the scaffold in 
St. Petersburg, menaces the American 
pnblio with a series of lectnras on bis 
expedience in his own country. Be 
brings bis credentials with him—an 
oval letter in red ink signed and sealed 
by the executive oommittel that orders 
all the assassinations. Tbe New York 
Tribune suggests that these credentials 
onght to be immediately submitted to 
the state department; but it may be a 
question whether the state department 
onght not to take immediate oognUance 
of the communistic ruffian who holds 
them, with a view either to his incarcer- 
ation or to his extradition. The Amer- 
ican republic is getting very much out 
of the notion of being made a sanctuary 
tor European assassins. In faot, it 
does not ehoose to be made a refuge 
for assassins foreign or domestic. 


AT HAND TO DAV. 


LINN A SCRUGGS. 


LuNUtiM, Ang. 3.—There was »u ex- 


raordioary scene about the Houses of 
'arliament when Charles Bradlaugh.the 
wice-elected member from Northamp- 
OD, and twice refused his seat, carried 
out his attempt to gain entrance by 
physical fone, intending to demand that 
the speaker should administer the oath 
to him. H» cab dro»e to the entrance 
of New PaUce yard, and he descended, 
a tall and powerful form towering above 
the crowd, plainly dressed, and carrying 
a stout oaken staff. 
HP was cheered 


tiy the crowd, and met at the entrance 
ot Westminster Hall by Henry Labou- 
chere, fellow-member from Northamp- 
ton. 
They passed arm in arm through 


the hall aod up the grand stair case, 
where they waited for a messenger to 
announce the house in session. Brad- 
laugh then passed through the Stevens 
gallery, and attempted to enter the 
lobby. Rt. Hon. Dr. Lyon Playfair, 
Deputy Speaker, met him with a full 
line ot police,and the ushers and police 
closed behind him aa Playfair forbade 
him to enter. 
He hesitated an instant, 


then suddenly sprang forward, seized 
the nearest usher, threw him aside, and 
using all his enormous strength, tried 
to force an entrance. For a moment it 
seemed as it' he would succeed and en- 
ter the house, but the police fell upon 
him in a body and after a violent strug- 
gle, succeeded in pushing him, step by 
Htep, through the gallery and out upon 
the stoue platform of 
Westminster 


Hall, from whence he was still further 
thrust into the yard below. Itradlaugh 
wasjghastly pale, but full of fight, and 
contended for every inch of ground. 
At times he seemed animated with un- 
governable fury, and rushed furiously 
upon his antagonists. The crowd cheer- 
ed every fresh struggle and enjoyed the 
scene immensely. At the close Brad- 
laugh, nesrly fainting, his clothes torn, 
hia hat gone and bis face livid, present- 
ed a terrible spectacle. He drank a 
glass of water, which somewhat revived 
him, and then, addressing the crowd, 
declared he would return to the house 
with sufficient force either to effect an 
entrance or compel the government to 
arrest him. He then left the hall, and 
entering a carriage at the door, was re- 
ceived with enthusiastic cheers by the 
crowd. 


In the commons Labonchere revived 


the question of privilege that the reso- 
lution of the house in regard to Brad- 
laugh only excluded him from the 
house, whereas he had been removed 
from the lobby, and he moved that tbe 
officials therein were exceeding their 
authority. 


The speaker replied that he consid- 


ered it his duty to order Bradlaugh's 
removal and added, "Tbe door of the 
house is closed." 


Tbe minority was composed of Big- 


gar,Finnegan, Cowan, Earp, Broadhnwt, 
Bun, Summers, Fellars, Labonohere, 
Ashton and W. Dilkes. 
Among the 


liberals who abstained from voting were 
Mr. Bright and Sir Charles Dilke. 


The cheers of the crowd outside in 


tbe palaoe yard were audible inside the 
bouse. 


Gladstone supported the speaker, and 


said Labonobere's motion was untenable. 
Gladstone declared 
that 
Rradlaugh 


mutt now be treated as having no more 
right to the floor ol the house than a 
stranger. Northcote indorsed Glad- 
stone's view. 


While Sir Wilfred l.awson was speak- 


inff against tbe illegal conduct of the 
house, Bradlaugh, who had evaded tbe 
police, endeavored to force an entrance, 
but was seized by the messengers and 
dragged from the doors, when be was 
taken in charge by six policemen, (till 
resisting strenuously, his coat being 
torn in the struggle. Tbe speaker ruled 
that the motion of Sir Wilfrid Lawson 
for rescinding the former 
resolution 


against Bradlaugh were irrelevant, and 
that the question before the house wai 
the conduct of the speaker in prohibit- 
ing Brad!augh'» acoesa to the lobby. 


After Broouburst and Uowen had 


spoken in favor of Bradlangh, Right 
Honorable John Bright described how 
Bradlaugh was brought down to the 
palace yard in a fainting condition. He 
thought each a scene was unprecedent- 
ed. He appealed to the opposition to 
reconsider their former decision, so as 
to extricate themselves from the pres- 
ent difficulties. 
He was called to order 


for irrelevancy. 


Lord John Manners said that H right'a 


attitude was calculated to encourage 
Bradiangh, who had necessitated his 
forcible removal for ittemptiog a forci- 
ble entry. 


An amendment to Labouchere's mo- 


tion, declaring that the house approves 
the conduct of the speaker and of the 
officials under bia order, was accepted 
by Gladstone and Northeote, and was 
passed.

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Evictions In Ireland. 


Statistics of evictions in Ireland for 


the quarter ending on the 30th of June, 
1881, furnish some interesting figures. 
The Havlxyr summarizes the result as 
follows: In Ulster 440 families, num- 
bering 2,028 persons were evicted, and 
24 families, or 121 persons, were read- 
mitted as tenants, while 27C families, 
or 1,373 persons, were readmitted as 
"care-taken." In Leinater the number 
of families evicted was 171, or 750 per- 
sons; the families readmitted as tenants 
were 12 in number, or 59 persons, and 
the care-takers readmitted were 62 
families, or296 personi. InConnanght 
2C8 families, comprising 1,750 person*, 
were evicted; only 3 families, number- 
ing 14 persons, were readmitted as ten- 
ants, and the families readmitted as 
care-takers were 113, representing 718 
persons. In Mnnster there were evic- 
tions of 186 families, or 914 persons, 
with 11 families, comprising 71 persons, 
readmitted as tenants, and 89 families, 
or 507 persons readmitted as care-tak- 
ers. 
For the four provinces the totals 


are: Evicted, 1,065 families, or 5,262 
persons; readmitted as tenants, 50 fam- 
ilies or 266 persons; readmitted as. 
care-takers, 542 families, 01 2,894 per- 
sons, leaving 473 families, 3,112 per- 
sons, who were not reinstated.
